City Mourns Loss of Native Son 


John R. Ryznar died on Thurs- 
day, September 30, 1999, finally suc- 
cumbing to the cancer he had battled 
since the beginning of the year. 

Born May 20, 1928, the lifelong 
Romulus resident attended Romu- 
lus High School before serving in the 
Merchant Marines just after World 
War Il. Following his return, Ryznar 
married Mary Ann McGhen on Sep- 
tember 2, 1950, and spent a number 
of years as an iron worker until he 
retired and started his own business, 
Ryznar Trucking Refuse Service, in 
the late 1960s.
